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As pointed out in the previous two actions, applicant has not replied 
to the PTO-948 mailed 11/17/03. Drawing corrections may no longer be held in 
abeyance. This requirement has been ignored in the last two amendments. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and 
of the manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and 
use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor 
of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 85 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim (s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enab- 
le one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The instant claim recites "physiological levels of human serum albumin" 
and applicant's Remarks refer to pages 26-27 of the specification as suppor- 
ting this claim. In reading these pages the examiner has found no reference 
to "physiological levels of human serum albumin". The instant portion of the 
specification teaches that 60 mg/ml of human serum albumin was used to test 
the binding of 5A11 antibody to 125 I-Ap 1 . 40 . If applicant can show somewhere in 
the specification or in some prior art reference where 60 mg/ml is taught to 
be "physiological levels of human serum albumin" then they may use this term. 
Otherwise they should claim what is taught in the specification. 

Suzuki, et al . (C) is cited as of interest. The instant reference 
teaches in column 27, lines 5-19 the use of "p-amyloid (35-43 ) ...and bovine 
serum albumin...as an immunogen" and in column 29, lines 54-63 that " [o] f the 9 
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immunized mice, 3 mice exhibited a relatively high antibody titer". However, 
in column 14, lines 3 5-55 it is taught that serum albumin of mammals may be 
bound as carriers to the (3-amyloid antigens and used as antigens. This is not 
construed by the examiner as "in the presence of physiological levels of hu- 
man serum albumin" because the albumin is bound to the P-amyloid and the ex- 
cess washed off. Therefore this reference was not used as a prior art refer- 
ence in a rejection of the instant claim. Applicant's comments as to whether 
he agrees with this characterization are required.
